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SCHOOL COMMITTEE REPORT. 


To the Citizens of the Town of Tyngsborough : 

Obedient to the law, your School Committee respectfully 
present their report for the past year, which has furnished, in- 
cluding the Winslow School, two hundred and five weeks and 
one day of schooling, at a cost of $1,548.96. 

The accompanying table shows the names of teachers em- 
ployed, the term of service, and amount received by each per 
month. It also shows the number of pupils in each school, and 
the cost of each for the year. Weask « careful study of these 
facts, helieving that if their significance is fully realized by each — 
citizen, the result will be greatly to the advantage of our ed- 
ucational interests, and the thrift and prosperity of the town. 

During the year books of reference, maps, globes, charts, 
and other helps have been added to our school equipment, not 
only beautifying and making pleasant the school-rooms, but 
also giving a decided impetus to the zeal with which the va- 
rious studies have been pursued. The amount expended for 
the articles referred to, has been this year, as last, about fifty 
dollars, which is in keeping with the implied wish of the State 
that twenty-five per cent. of the money received from it be 
expended in this way. 

The law requires that ‘‘in every town there shall be kept, 
for at least six months in each year, at the expense of said 
town, by a teacher or teachers of competent ability and good 
morals, a sufficient number of schools for the instruction of all 
the children who may legally attend public schools therein, in 
orthography, reading, writing, English grammar, geography, 
arithmetic, drawing, the history of the United States, and 
good behavior. Algebra, vocal music, agriculture, sewing, 
physiology and hygiene shall be taught, by lectures or other- 


~ 
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* 
wise, in all the public schools in which the School Committee 
deem it expedient.” 

The most trying and perplexing question with which we 
have had to deal, in the year just closed, arose from the fact 
that Tyngsborough, like other New England farming towns, 
has been gradually depopulated during the past generation, 
until, in those sections remote from the village; where there 
were formerly from twenty to thirty pupils, the number is so 
reduced that now it is rare to find more than ten of schoolage. 
No. 2 during the summer term had but three pupils resident 
of the town attending the school; and No. 4 has been closed, 
by mutual consent, for several terms, because of a lack of 
scholars. 

The whole number of children of school age in town May 
1, 1883, as returned by the assessors, was but seventy-nine, 
of which forty-two were at that time attending the school at 
the centre; or, in other words, over one-half were attending 
the one school, white the other five were supported for the re- 
maining thirty-seven scholars. 

By Public Statutes it is made incumbent upon the School 
Committee to determine what is a sufficient number of schools 
for the town, and while we believe that a less number than 
those supported during the past year would be of greater value, 
yet we are powerless if we attempt to concentrate the pupils 
into fewer schools, and at the same time deal equitably with 
those compelled to travel a longer distance to reach them. 

If the town desires this, in our opinion more practical, course 
to be adopted, justice demands the furnishing of means of 
transportation for those living far away, and an especial ap- 
propriation would be needed, as the Committee have no right 
to devote money appropriated for school purposes to this use. 

We again call attention to the statistical table and the re- 
ceipts and expenditures on the following pages.

SIXTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 
DIRECTORS OF TYNGSBOROUGH PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


To the Citizens of Tyngsborough: | 
Your Library at the present time contains 2330 volumes, 

168 having been added during the year. In absence of any 
public funds to defray the necessary expenses of the Library, 
the Directors applied to the Selectmen for the dog tax, which 
was granted according to Chap. 102, Sec. 107, of the Public 
Statutes, and which sum ($63.44) was not sufficient to pay 
the running expenses of the Library, viz. : Librarian’s salary, 
printing, binding books, pens, ink, paper, mucilage, express, 
&c. In view of the above facts your Directors earnestly rec- 
ommend that the town should pass a standing vote to pay all 
the incidental expenses pertaining to the Library, in addition 
to any special appropriation which the town may make. ; 

The day appointed for the annual picnic at Willow Dale was 
not all that could be desired for an out-door party, yet the re- 
sponse to the invitation to the inhabitants of Tyngshorough 
and surrounding towns, coupled with the statement that the 
Dunstable Cornet Band would ‘‘enliven the occasion with 
some of their choice selections,” and that Spaulding’s Orches- 
tra would also be present, made the affair a financial success. 

The books belonging to the Library cannot be so conven 
iently cared for on account of their not all being kept in the 
Library room, from the fact that the Library has outgrown 
the apartment first assigned to it; but since the responsibility 
in regard to the Tyngsborough Bridge has been removed, we 
have renewed hopes that the Library will soon be furnished 
with better accommodations. 

It may not be out of place to here state that a better class 
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of reading is now called for than when the Library was first 
organized.

IN the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are 
hereby directed to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of 
Tyngsborough aforesaid, qualified to vote in the elections and town 
affairs, to meet in the Town Hall in Tyngsborough, on MONDAY, 
the seventh day of April, A. D. 1884, at nine o’clock in the fore- 
noon, then and there to act on the following articles, viz. : 

ArticLe 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said meeting. 

Art. 2. To hear the report of Town Treasurer and act thereon. 

Art. 3. To hear the report of the Overseers of the Poor and act 
thereon. 

Art. 4. To hear the report of the Selectmen and act thereon. 

Arr. 5. To hear the report of the School Committee and act 
thereon. 

Art. 6. To hear the report of the Directors of the Town Library 
and act thereon. 

Arr. 7. To hear the report of the Committee on the Danforth 
road and act thereon. 

Art. 8. To see if the Town will accept the list of Jurors as pre- 
pared by the Selectmen. 

Art. 9. To bring in their votes for a Town Clerk, Town Treas- 
urer, three Selectmen, seven Directors of Town Library, two School 
Committee for three years, seven Highway Surveyors, two Consta- 
bles, each on separate ballots. 

Art. 10. To choose a Collector of Taxes. 

Art. 11. To choose all other necessary Town Officers. 

Art. 12. To vote by ballot, Yes or No, on the question, Shall 
licenses be granted for the sale of intoxicating liquors in this Town? 

Art. 13. Toraise and appropriate such sums of money as may be 
necessary to defray Town expenses for the ensuing year. 

Art. 14. To see what (if any) discount the Town will allow on

taxes paid on or before a certain time, and what (if any) interest 
the Town will charge on taxes unpaid after a certain time. 

Art. 15. To see if the Town will vote to sell a part or the whole 
of the wood on the Town farm. 

Art. 16. ‘To see if the Town will accept the provisions of Sees. 
1 and 2, Chap. 366, Acts of 1869. 

Arr. 17. To see if the Town will vote to sell the Tow farm, or 
do or act anything in relation thereto. 

Art. 18. To see if the Town will vote to sell the Ferry house 
and land, or do or act anything in relation thereto. 

ArT. 19. To see what action the Town will take on Daniel Par- 
ham’s bill. 

Art. 20. ‘To see what action the Town will take on Carolena F. 
Danforth’s bill. 

And you are directed to serve this warrant by posting up an at- 
tested copy at the Unitarian Meeting House ten days at least before 
the time of holding said meeting. 

Hereof fail not and make due return of this warrant with your 
doings thereon to the Town Clerk, on or before the time of holding 
said meeting.
